MEDICAL OFFICER OF HEALTH'S 
ANNUAL REPORT, 

Dr F. Clark. Medical Officer of 
Health has submitted his report on the 
health of the Colony for 1896, After re- 
ferring to the geneFaT Sanitary condition of 
the- Colony and the water supply, details 
aro given. of the census taken this year. 
{uthis connection he reports of the 7,870 
persons who comprise the non-Chinese 
civil pupulation, oly a stall proportion, 
estimated at 3,180 are Europcun ; of these 
2,100 ure British, while the remainder con- 
sist of Americans, Germans, French, Swiss, 
ete.; the Portuguese number 2,250, and the 
reminder of the civil population consists of 
Indians 1310; Japanese, Negroes and na- 
tives of Ma: and Manila; the indians 
being numerically the mast jmportant ele- 
ment. The number’ of décupied houses in 
the city of Victorian on June 30th, 1898, 

3 follows: European, 190 5. Chinese, 
6,538—total,°7,028. Allowing that about 
2,000 Chinese sorvants live in European 
houses, this will give an average of 23.5 
persona to every Chineso house, The total 
aroa of the city of Victoria at presont built 
ever is about 580 acres, so that there 
are) some 12 houses containing about 
240 persons to the acre. The . Chinese 
boat population was estimaled ab 33,150, 
and the number of registered boats belong- 
ing.to tho port was as follows : Fishing 
wid trading junks, 6,068; cargo ,boats, 
lighters, sampuns, cte., 3,663—total, 9,731. 
This gave an_average of at 3-4 persons to 
each buat. Tho bisths- registered during 
the year numbered 978 Chinese and 250 
nou-Chinese, which is equal to a birth-rate 
of 3:1 per 1,000 a8 compared with 9°8 dur- 
ing the preceding year. The number of 
births. amuny Eurepeans was 113° (2 of 
which wore illegitimate) equal to a birth 
rate of 355 per 1,000; of these 96 wero 
British, 14 German, 2 Swiss and 1 French. 
The number of Chinese births registered 
did not, however, convey an accurate 
impression of the birth rato among Chi- 
nese, for the births of a large number of 
infants who div during the first month of 
life are never registered, The tocal num- 
ber: vf deaths registered was 6,860, of 
which 5,607 were Chinose ; this is equal to 
a total death rate of 24°5 per 1,000 as com-" 
jared with 21°56) per 1,000 during the 
preceding yoar and an average of 22-65 por 
1,000 ducing the past five years (exclusive 
of 1804); excluding the deaths from 
bubonic fever the death mte stands at 
19) per 1,000; the death rate among 
thé Chinese alone was 24°73 per 1,000. 
The deaths registered among the non- 
Chineso . community numbered 253, 
which gives a death rate of 19 por 1,000, 
while the corresponding doath-rate during 
1895 was. 17.6 per 1,000. The number of 


your was 18, of which 12 were of. British 
soldiers, the remuinder being Indian. The 
average age at death was 274 years. Tho 
number ‘of deaths from chest discases 


among Chinese was 1,183; ‘more than & 
per cent of these deaths are duo to con- 
sumption, and the causes were doubtless 
vvererowding, back to buck houses, in- 
efficient ventilation and poverty, <A very 
leyyge number of deaths are recorded 
yearly from’ convulsions and trisinus, 
in infants, although thera is u mark- 
ed improvement noticeable in the re- 
turns for the past year; theso ‘deaths 
number 711 as compared with 1,10, during 
1895, the total number of deaths from dis- 
eases of the nervous system haying been 
785. Bxclusive of bubonic fever, 145 cases 
of infectious disease were reported during 
the year, but no less than 76 of these cases 
or more than. 52 per cent., were imported 
into the Colony by the shipping, few how- 
ever having been detected until after they 
had Junded, and had come under the care of 
# resident precutene The Colony would 
always be lisble to the importation of such

SALALLPOX. IN JAVAN. ¢ 

Tho British Consul at Nagasaki reported, 
under date March 1, that sporadic casos 
of smallpox had been oecurring begh at Nry. 
gasaki and Moji, but the disenso had not 
assumed an opidemic charactor, From the 
1st to 10th March 61 casos were discovered 
in Nagasaki and 12 deaths occurred. Dur- 
ing the same period nt Moji 8 cases were 
discovered and 5-deaths occurred, — 

The British Consul as Yokohama report- 
ed that during the lattor half of the month‘ 
of January and tho first three weeks of 
February the disease’ was at ita worst, with 
a daily average of 15 to 16 easea. On the 
2¢nd Fobruary the numbor of cases had 
fallen tu one or two par diem. Daring tho 
twonty-oight days ended 2lst March tho 
total number of cased wns 96, with 27 
deaths, The population of Yokohuuis 
amounted to-183,037 persuns, and in view 
of the small proportion af cases and denths 
to the populntion, he did not feel warrant. 
+ ed in refusing clean bills of health to Brit- 
ish ships leaving the port, on board of 
which no case of smallpox or other danget- 
ous and contagioun disease had occurred. 

The returns forwarded by Consul Hall, 
at Hiogo, shows that the total number of

At pre- 
eit the Health Oficor of the Port 
is unfortunately ontirely independent of 
tho Sanitary Board, anc this cannot be re- 
garded as a desirable arrangement.
